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Van Cleve questions Ravenna mayor’s

The Ravenna City Council voted 
to approve a 2.5 percent decrease 
across the board on the city’s insur¬ 
ance premium taxes, a milestone for 
the city as it has the highest tax of 
this kind in the state. 


But, this accomplishment was 
clouded by a claim from Councilman 
William “Pig” Van Cleve that Mayor 
Charles Crowe acted unethically 
when he allowed a storage building 
that belonged to the city to be moved 
to a property that belongs with his 
family a month before it was pur¬ 
chased at a city auction. 


Crowe started the discussion of 
the building, which was also a topic 
of discussion at the council’s meeting 
in January, by reporting that it had 
been paid for in full. Previously Van 
Cleve had expressed concern that the 
property was allowed to be moved 
to the purchaser’s property before it 
was paid off. 


Now, Van Cleve claims that Crowe 
allowed the building to be moved 
before it was even auctioned. 

“I question whether people have 
the legal authority to move the build¬ 
ing before it was even purchased,” 
Van Cleve said.

Man arrested after threatening 
son with handgun, large knife 


IPD arrests 3 for 
alcohol offenses

A man is facing multiple 
charges, including wanton 
endangerment, after threaten¬ 
ing his son with a handgun 
during a physical altercation 
over the weekend. 

Boyd VanWinkle, 61, of 
Chestnut Street, was arrested 
on Sunday by Irvine Police 
Department Office Kenny 
Brandenburg. 

Brandenburg’s uniform cita¬ 
tion states that he was dis¬ 
patched to 103 Chestnust 


Street, Lot #1, in reference 
to a call that VanWinkle was 
involved in the physical alter¬ 
cation with his son, William 
VanWinkle. 

According to William 
VanWinkle, and other wit¬ 
nesses, Boyd VanWinkle 
pulled a handgun on his son 
in the middle of the argument. 
William VanWinkle told police 
he tried to tackle his father to 
keep him from shooting him. 

The gun hit the floor of 
the home causing it to fire a 
round. 

Boyd VanWinkle then came 


after his son with what was 
described as a “large knife.” 

Estill County EMS were 
called to transport the sus¬ 
pect to Marcum & Wallace 
Memorial Hospital where he 
was treated for his injuries. 

There were six witnesses 
in the home at the time of 
the altercation including two 
minor children. Included 
on the citation as witnesses 
were William VanWinkle, 
Tanya VanWinkle and Barry

A routine traffic stop last week resulted in the arrests 
of three individuals who are not Estill Countians. 

At approximately midnight on Feb. 1, Irvine Police 
Department Captain Adrian McKinney and Officer 
Michael Gross used radar to clock a driver at 20 
miles-per-hour above the speed limit. When the 
officers initiated the traffic stop, an open container of 
alcohol was visible from the driver’s side window. 

The driver, Mitchell McClain, 49, of Lexington, 
smelled like alcohol and had bloodshot eyes and 
slurred speech. He failed a field sobriety test and 
admitted to the officers that he had been driving after

Crowe has consistently stressed that 
there is no “rule on the books” that 
states its illegal for purchasers to take 
auctioned items before they are paid 
for. 

Van Cleve said there didn’t need to 
be a rule because the ethics of the situ¬ 
ation make it unacceptable for the stor¬ 
age building to have been moved. 

“It’s a violation of ethics and a con¬ 
flict of interest, if not illegal,” Van 
Cleve said. 

Crowe responded to the accusations 
saying that he doesn’t have the author¬ 
ity to enforce ethics of this kind. He 
said the council should have already 
established an ethics committee to deal 
with these matters. He also claimed he 
didn’t know he was acting unethically 
when he allowed the building to be 
moved. 

“I didn’t know there was anything 
wrong with it,” he said. “I’m being hon- 
est. 

The building was sold at an abso¬ 
lute auction conducted by the city in 
November. It auctioned for $2,100. The 
city paid $3,000 for the building when 
it was purchased, and it cost $500 to 
have it moved to Ravenna. Van Cleve 
said the city lost more than $1,500 on 
the building. 

Two city employees were also paid to 
clean the building out and prepare it to 
be moved before it was sold. 

None of the other councilmembers 
present said they had any knowledge 
that the building was being moved. 
City Clerk Kim Parks also said she 
hadn’t known about it until the day the 


structure was actually removed from 
city property. 

Crowe said he allowed the building 
to be moved because the man who 
helped was only able to be in town the 
day it was moved. 

Van Cleve said the whole situation 
was a violation of the city’s ethics laws 
and added that the only solution is that 
someone reimburse the city for the 
nearly $1,800 it lost on the sale of the 
property. 

The council decided not to take any 
action on the claims at Monday’s meet¬ 
ing, but Van Cleve said he would con¬ 
tinue to address the issue. 

However, the council did decide to 
take action on a proposed decrease on 
the insurance premium taxes in the 
city. 

Van Cleve told the council at the 
January meeting he wanted the premi¬ 
ums decreased by 2.5 percent by the 
next fiscal year, which begins July 1. 
The adjusted premiums would have 
to be submitted to the Department of 
Insurance by March 23. 

Crowe said he wanted to wait until 
the new budget had been drafted to be 
sure the estimated $20,000 that would 
be needed to make up for the decrease 
was available. 

“I say we approve the decrease and 
then make the budget work with it,” 
Van Cleve said. “If we keep putting it 
off, we’ll have to wait until next year to 
see the change.” 

The council approved the decrease 
and Councilman Louis Officer offered 
a suggestion as to where the extra 
money would come from. 

“I know people aren’t going to like 
it,” he said. “But, I propose we annex 
the homes from the Miller’s Creek 
Bridge back to the creek that divides 


Irvine and Ravenna.” 

This change of boundaries would 
include all properties between the cur¬ 
rent city limits and the River’s Edge. 

Crowe revealed to the council that 
he already paperwork drawn up by a 
lawyer for a similar change in bound¬ 
aries. He said he hadn’t asked for the 
council’s approval because he didn’t 
think it was “the right time.” 

Officer said there’s no better time 
than now, especially with the decrease 
in insurance premiums. 

“It’s going to have to be the right 
time,” he said. “We have to find a way 
to make that money back.” 

Owners of the properties that would 
become part of the City of Ravenna 
already receive many of the city’s ser¬ 
vices including city water and sew¬ 
age. If the annex recommendation 
passed, these homeowners would then 
be required to pay city taxes for these 
services. 

Crowe said he would continue to 
look at the options, and the council 
agreed to continue the discussion of 
the annexation at a later meeting. 

In other business, the council: 

•Asked Crowe to write an execu¬ 
tive order establishing Joan Richardson 
as the councilperson who would pre¬ 
side over meetings in his absence. Van 
Cleve revealed to the council that per 
KRS 83A.130, the city council can’t 
elect a mayor pro-tem, as it had last 
month. 

•Approved changing the council 
meetings to the second Monday of each 
month at 6 p.m. 

•Approved the financial report, 
police report and fire report. 

•Found out that the city was not 
approved for another CEDA grant for 
renovations to housing.

drinking. 

Both of the passengers also exhibited signs that 
they had been drinking.

Estill awarded bridge projects 


The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet recently 
awarded two contracts totaling more than $2 
million for highway projects in two counties 
within the Department of Highways District 10. 

Contracts awarded as part of the December 
2012 letting are: 

•A $1,768,459.43 contract to replace the bridge 
over the North Fork of the Kentucky River on 
Robinson Road (CR 1387) at Quicksand in 
Breathitt County. The project is to be completed 
by Oct. 1. 

•A $255,837.10 project to rehabilitate the bridge 
over Twin Creek on KY 82 in Estill County. The 
project is to be completed by Sept. 30. 

•The Department of Highways District 10 
consists of 10 counties - Breathitt, Estill, Lee, 
Magoffin, Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, Perry, 
Powell and Wolfe - in east-central and south¬ 
eastern Kentucky. The district office is located 


in Jackson. 

Construction activities are scheduled on a ten¬ 
tative basis and are subject to change depending 
on weather conditions. Motorists are asked to 
drive with caution in work zones and be aware 
of workers, traffic control devices and construc¬ 
tion equipment when traveling in areas where 
projects are ongoing. 

Significant traffic impacts resulting from con¬ 
struction and maintenance projects are posted 
on District 10 s website (http://transportation. 
ky.gov/District-10), the districts Facebook page 
(http://www.facebook.com/KYTCDistrictlO) 
and also on the districts Twitter feed (http:// 
www.twitter.com/KYTCDistrictlO).

Today, Wednesday, Jan. 30,1 have been 
listening to my scanner while the storms 
moved through our county and I contin¬ 
ue to be so thankful for some of the most 
unsung heros in our school system. 

In my opinion, the people who drive 
our buses are worth their weight in 
gold. This morning, they were faced with 
storms and heavy rains and their greatest 
concern was how they could make sure 
the children and young people that they 


carry to school were safe and secure. 

The drivers picked up children who 
were not necessarily their regular rid¬ 
ers, so they would not have to stand in 
the rain waiting on their regular bus 
which, in several cases, were running late 
because of the weather. 

The drivers talk to each other on their 
radios to inform them of dangers that 
they see, and they let other drivers know 
of a car that might seem to be poised to 
make a decision that could cause a traffic 
problem. 

When their schedules are disrupted by 
the weather or an occasional mechanical 
problem, other drivers are always willing 
to take their students from one location 
to another or to help in any way. 

In my opinion, the safest way for chil¬ 
dren to get to/from school is on a bus for 
three primary reasons: First, the bus is 
built to be the most sturdy vehicle on the 
road. Second, those buses are inspected/ 
maintained at a very high level and third, 
they are operated by people who are 
highly trained and are as caring towards 
our youth as any employee in the school 
system.

Kentucky observing Earthquake Preparedness Month

Earthquake Preparedness Month 
is observed in February, in remem¬ 
brance of the quakes in the winter 
of 1811 and 1812. The three most 
powerful earthquakes in Kentucky 
history were in the New Madrid 
fault. 

Dec. 16, 1811, was the beginning 
of the earthquakes that would shake 
almost half the country. There were 


actually two earthquakes on Dec. 
16, just a mere six hours apart. They 
were relatively minor in the damage 
that they caused. On Jan. 23, 1812, 
another earthquake happen, this one 
was a little stronger causing damage 
to buildings and many landslides 
were reported. On Feb. 7, 1812, 
was the most powerful of the three 
quakes measuring an astounding 8.0 
on the Richter scale, some scientist 
now say 7 to 7.5. This quake was 
so strong that is rang church bells 
in Boston, created Realfoot Lake in 


Fulton County and even caused the 
Mississippi River to jump its banks 
and even run backwards for a few 
minutes. There are estimates that 
the earthquakes were felt strongly 
over roughly 50,000 square miles, 
and moderately across nearly one 
million square miles. This earth¬ 
quake was devastating to the Central 
Mississippi Valley and remains the 
most powerful earthquake ever. 

Earthquakes in Kentucky are rare; 
however they are always a loom¬ 
ing possibility. Kentucky has a 


variety of fault systems across the 
Commonwealth. The two that affect 
Kentucky the most are in adjacent 
states: the New Madrid in Missouri 
and the Wabash in Indiana. 

It is important that you and your 
family also have a plan if an earth¬ 
quake should occur. Earthquakes 
can happen any where at any time 
and that is why it is so important 
to be prepared. On Feb. 7, 2013 at 
10:15 a.m., the Great Central US 
ShakeOut will take place. Interested 
participants are encouraged to go 


to www.shakeout.org/centralus and 
pledge their family, school, busi¬ 
ness or organization’s participation 
in the drill. Registered participants 
will receive information on how to 
plan their drill and how to create 
dialogue with others about earth¬ 
quake preparedness. 

Continue to look for more infor¬ 
mation concerning earthquakes in 
Kentucky in the weeks to come. For

Here in Estill Couny, 700 youth belong 
to 4-H and are active in programs and 
activities such as Photo Club, Schools 
Clubs, Craft Class, Cooking Club, 
Livestock Club, and Teen Club. These 
4-H programs provide opportunities to 
our youth and train the next generation 
of leaders for Kentucky’s communities. 

Many of today’s farmers learned valu¬ 
able lessons while growing up as mem¬ 
bers of the local 4-H. Now there is an 
easy way farmers can help support the 
local 4-H program that is so valuable to 
our community, our county and most 
importantly, our youth. 

As you renew your farm license plates 
at the county clerk’s office, please make 
the voluntary $10 donation, a third of 


which goes directly to support 4-H pro¬ 
grams and activities. I wanted to remind 
you now about the program since farm 
license plates are renewed in March. 

The farm license plate donation 
program is supported by Kentucky 
Commissioner of Agriculture James 
Comer. The money raised by the pro¬ 
gram is evenly split between Kentucky 4- 
H, Kentucky FFA, and Kentucky Proud, 
which promotes agricultural products 
raised, grown or processed in Kentucky 
by Kentuckians.

February is American Heart Month

Too much sodium or salt is bad for 
your health. It can increase your blood 
pressure and your risk for a heart attack 
or stroke. Diabetes also increases the 
risk for heart attack or stroke. The 2010 
Dietary Guidelines for Americans’ sug¬ 
gest that all Americans limit their sodium 
intake. There are strict guidelines for 
people over the age of 50 or with chronic 
health problems such as high blood high 
pressure, diabetes, heart disease, etc. They 
should use no more than 1,500 mg of 
sodium daily. Most people get an average 
of 3,300 mg of sodium per day. That is 
twice the suggested amount. 

The National Institute of Health sug¬ 
gests the following tips for reducing sodi¬ 
um in our diet: 

•Buy fresh, plain, frozen or canned ”no 
salt added” vegetables. 

•Use fresh poultry, fish and lean meats 
rather than canned or processed types. 

•Use herbs, spices and salt-free season¬ 
ing blends in cooking and at the table. 

•Cook rice, pasta, and hot cereal with¬ 
out added salt. 

•Choose convenience foods that are 


lower in salt: cut back on frozen dinners, 
pizza, package meals, canned soups and 
salad dressings. 

•Rinse canned foods (vegetables, tuna, 
etc.) to remove some of the sodium. 

•When available buy the low sodium or 
reduced sodium or no salt added versions 
of foods. 

•Choose ready-to-eat breakfast cereals 
that are lower in sodium. 

Aim for no more than one teaspoon of 
total sodium per day. Use less if you have 
on-going health problems. This includes 
salt that you add during cooking, at the 
table and the sodium already present in 
the food. An easy tip to remember: no 
more than 500 mg of sodium at each 
meal. 

Sodium is found in many foods; some 
may surprise you. Most of these are sta¬ 
ples in our daily diet. The Centers for 
Disease Control found the following as 
the top five sources of sodium in the 
American diet. 

Breads and rolls - 7.4 percent of sodium 
comes from breads. We are a nation of 
bread lovers. It adds up and portion con¬ 
trol must be remembered. 

Cold cuts and cured meats - 5.1 percent 


of sodium intake. Most store bought “cold 
cuts” contain 200 mg of sodium per slice. 
One slice of bacon contains 180 mg of 
sodium! 

Pizza - adds 4.9 percent of our sodium 
intake. It all adds up, processed meats, 
canned sauce, cheese and don’t forget the 
crust. 

Fresh and processed chicken - 4.5 per¬ 
cent comes in the form of chicken nug¬ 
gets, sandwiches and fried chicken. 

Soups - canned soups add 4.3 percent 
to our sodium intake. One cup of canned 
soup may contain 1000 mg; the reduced 
sodium still contains about 400 mg per 
one cup serving. 

Salt is salt: Kosher salt, sea salt, table salt 
- all contain sodium. You are not decreas¬ 
ing sodium intake by using a different 
type of salt. Also seasoned salt, garlic 
salt, onion salts are mainly salt. To season 
food, use salt-free seasonings, herbs and 
spices. Remember to follow your health 
care providers’ suggestions. Do not use 
salt substitutes unless approved by your 
health care provider; it may interfere with 
certain medications.

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BELP Project in Eastern 
Kentucky Completed 


ALTIUS Broadband completes fourth and final phase wireless 
broadband network for Breathitt, Estill, Lee, and Powell Counties. 


The Breathitt, Estill, Lee, and Powell 
Regional Technology Authority (RTA) and 
ALTIUS Broadband announced today that the 
project known as BELP has been completed. 
The project consisted of deploying a wireless 
broadband network in four underserved east¬ 
ern Kentucky counties. 

“The BELP committee was proud to partner 
with ALTIUS Broadband to bring broadband 
service to the rural residents of Breathitt, Estill, 
Lee, and Powell counties,” said Joe Crawford, 
RTA chairman. “Having signed the construc¬ 
tion contract with ALTIUS proved to be the 
most significant step for the project, but we 
continued to be vigilant in our quest to get 
the best broadband service possible with the 
limited funds available” 

This broadband expansion project was 
funded by “coal money” the state had received 
as a settlement from mining companies who 
had been charged with pollution. “Coal to 
Broadband: Making the Transition, Making the 
Connection,” began in November 2009. In the 
spring 2010, the RTA and Connect Kentucky, 
as a technical advisor, solicited request for pro¬ 
posals to help build out a broadband network 
in the rural areas of Breathitt, Estill, Lee, and 
Powell counties. 

After a review of the work plans and con¬ 
tract terms discussions, the RTA signed an 
agreement with ALTIUS for the construction 
of the broadband network in September of 
2011. The contract allowed for the construc¬ 
tion phase of the project to begin. Preliminary 
work, like securing access to water tank and 
tower locations for equipment installation, and 
contracting for an Internet backhaul connec¬ 
tion had begun several months prior. 

“As we predicted, The BELP project was a 
major milestone for a fixed wireless microwave 
network in this country,” said Jim Connor, 
president of ALTIUS Broadband. “Our part¬ 
nership with BELP and Connect Kentucky will 
serve as a model for communities throughout 


the United States on expanding broadband 
services in some of the most remote areas to 
ensure their connectivity and bridge the digital 
divide. Without this type of partnership these 
projects would be impossible and the thou¬ 
sands of people that live in these areas would 
be left at huge competitive disadvantage.” 

“Connect Kentucky is excited that the con¬ 
struction phase of the Connect BELP project 
has been completed.” said Rene True, executive 
director of Connect Kentucky “The citizens 
of the four counties will now be able to take 
advantage of all the things most take for grant¬ 
ed by having a high speed connection at their 
home or small business. The RTA volunteer 
board is to be commended for making an extra 
effort to contract with the broadband provider 
that can deliver the best broadband network 
within the project budget”

Estill County Boys Basketball Team of 1973-74 



On behalf of the Estill County High 
School and the Estill County High 
School Athletic program, we would like 
to recognize some former standout team 
members of the Boys’ basketball pro¬ 
gram. 

The 1973-74 ECHS boys’ basketball 
team ranks as one of the better teams 
in Estill history In triple overtime, this 
group defeated highly touted Richmond 
Madison 78-72 in the opening round of 
the 44th district tournament in possibly 
the most exciting game in the history of 
the school. 

Later in the district finals at Alumni 
Coliseum, Estill defeated Richmond 
Model by a score of 81-57 securing their 
first district title since 1954. 

The Engineers advanced to defeat 
Jessamine County in the opening round 
of the 11th region tournament before los¬ 
ing to University of Kentucky star, James 
Lee, and his Henry Clay Blue Devils in 
the semifinals. This marked the first 
time in almost 20 years the Engineers 
had advanced to the semifinals of the 
highly competitive 11th region. 

This team compiled a modest record 
of 13-14 but played what is perhaps 
the strongest schedule in the history of 
the school. In the ‘73-’74 season, the 
‘Neers schedule included at least one 
game against: Tates Creek, Clark County, 
Scott County, Lafayette, Bryan Station, 


Madison Central and Franklin County. 
In addition, they also faced Ashland, 
Clay County, Hazard and UK recruit 
Dan Hall and his Betsy Lane Bobcats. 
At one point near the end of the season, 
Estill was ranked as high as 16th in 
the state as determined by the Courier 
Journals Litkenhouse ratings. 

This season also marked an era of 
very high interest in high school bas¬ 
ketball. Fifty two hundred fans watched 
the opening round district game with 
Richmond Madison and over 10 buses 
escorted the team to the Frankfort Civic 
Center for the regional tournament. The 
Depot was close to full on any given 
night. Because Powell County had not 
yet built their new gym, both games that 
year with state tournament participant, 
Powell County, were played here at the 
depot to accommodate the huge crowds 
and both of those regular season games 
actually sold out. 

Five seniors, Bart Rison, Mike “Cotton” 
Sparks, Earl Kirby, CT Williams and 
Gary “Moon” Mullins led this “basket¬ 
ball savvy” group. Two of the seniors, 
Bart Rison and Earl Kirby, later led 
the Engineers to district titles as head 
coaches. Bart Rison coached at Estill 
from 1981-1986 and Earl Kirby from 
1989-1995. 

Coach Kirby has been a part of three 
championship squads, the ‘74 team as a 


player, the ‘85 team as an assistant coach 
and the ‘92 team as a head coach. Coach 
Rison compiled over 500 career wins at 
both Estill and Montgomery Counties 
ranking him in the top 50 all-time win- 
ningest coaches in the state of Kentucky. 

The 74 team had four players who 
ranked in the top 40 scorers of all time 
at ECHS: Bart Rison, a 1974 graduate, 
Mark Birchfield, a 1976 graduate who 
led the Engineers in scoring in both ‘74 
and ‘75 and ranks in the top 10 all-time 
scorers at ECHS with 1,162 points. In 
1974, both Erwin and Rison were voted 
all state honorable mention. 

The Engineers were coached by Eddie 
Conley who spent three years in Estill 
County from 1973-1976 and made two 
trips to the 11th region tournament. He 
was unable to be at the ceremony but 
currently is retired and lives in Bristol 
Tenn. 

Coach Conley was assisted by Steve 
Garrett who later coached the Engineers 
from 1976-1981 and made two trips to 
the 10th region tournament after mov¬ 
ing from the 11th region in 1977. 

Please join us in congratulating one 
of the better basketball teams in Estill 
County history, the 1973-74 Estill 
County Engineers.

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The realities of prescription drug abuse

Unfortunately, prescription drug abuse has become all too 
common in our society We see instances of it every day in the 
media, in our communities and in our extended family and 
friends. It’s extremely troubling that prescription drug abuse is 
not only an adult problem, but a youth problem as well. 

According to the National Family Partnership, more than 
4,000 children and young adults begin experimenting with 
prescription drugs each day. One-third of all new prescription 
drug abusers are between the ages of 12 to 17, with 13 being 
the mean age for the first non-prescribed use of sedatives or 
stimulants. According to the Bluegrass Prevention Center, 9.8 
percent of Kentucky’s 12 to 17 year olds are likely abusing pre¬ 
scription pain relievers. 

Among this age group, the most commonly abused drug 
categories in descending order are pain relievers, depressants, 
stimulants and over-the-counter medications with active ingre¬ 
dient dextromethorphan. 

Many teens may choose to abuse prescription drugs rather 
than try illegal drugs because they believe prescription drugs 
are not as dangerous. However, prescription drugs can have 
severe consequences, especially if they are taken by someone 
other than the intended person or if the user does not follow 
the directions. Short-term side effects include drowsiness, irri¬ 
tability and impaired judgment. Long-term side effects range 
from high blood pressure to addiction to withdrawal or death.

Another reason young people commonly abuse prescription 
drugs is that many times, they are easily accessible. Seventy 
percent of young people who abuse prescription drugs take 
or purchase them from family and friends. Keep track of the 
number of pills you have and the refill numbers. One of the 
simplest things you can do as a parent or relative is to deny 
access to prescription drugs by hiding them or locking them 
up in a secure location. Encourage your family members to do 
the same. You should also properly dispose of any medication 
that you did not finish. 

As a parent, you have the opportunity to be the biggest 
influence on your child’s life, and thus can help guide them 
down the path of a drug-free life. Regularly take time to listen 
and talk to your child about their life. If your child is tight- 
lipped or provides one-word answers to your questions you 
can ask more direct questions such as asking about cliques, 
their schoolwork or extra-curricular events. Encourage them 
to bring their friends around so you can get to know them. 


If you have trouble talking to your teen about drug abuse and 
its effects, you can use movie stars, sports figures and movie 
characters who struggle with addiction issues as conversation 
starters. If a family member has a prescription drug abuse 
problem, be honest about it with your teen, and talk to them 
about the family member’s struggles and what the family is 
doing to support each other in this situation. Teach them to be 
confident in themselves, their beliefs and values and to firmly 
say no when offered drugs by their peers. 

The University of Kentucky Cooperative Extension Service 
and state drug abuse prevention agencies have developed a 
website that includes comprehensive information about pre¬ 
scription drug abuse and other forms of substance abuse. It 
is available at http://facesofdrugabuse.net.

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Hospital employee serves 39 years, still going strong

For almost four decades 
now, the friendly face of Janet 
Rose has been a familiar one 
to patients of Marcum & 
Wallace Memorial Hospital. 

She said a former high 
school business teacher 
helped her land her first job 
there in registration back in 
August 1974. 

Rose was hired by Sister 
Andrew, who served not only 
as hospital administrator, but 
as a lab technician. 

Rose says she liked work¬ 
ing for the sisters, who fre¬ 
quently served in multiple 
roles within the hospital. 

“They treated everyone 
alike,” she said. “They were 
strict, but they made no dif¬ 
ference whether you were an 
RN or a housekeeper.” 

Although Rose began 
working in registration, 
she has worked in billing, 
accounts payable, purchasing 
and is now back in registra¬ 
tion, where she said she has 
been for “a long time.” 

“I like working the reg¬ 
istration desk,” Rose said. 
“You get to meet a lot of 
people.” 

The hospital was a lot 
smaller when Rose began 
working there, but they pro¬ 
vided several different ser¬ 
vices. 

There was the maternity 
ward, where many residents 
of Estill County were deliv¬ 
ered. 

“They stopped deliveries 
here the year I got pregnant,” 
Rose said. 

She said Dr. Clouse would 
come up from Pattie A. Clay 
and do gall-bladder surger¬ 
ies, c-sections and hysterec¬ 


tomies, and Dr. Comley came 
on Saturdays to perform 
tooth extractions for those 
who needed to be sedated. 

Sister David, RN, served as 
anesthesiologist at that time. 
Rose said when she retired, 
they no longer did surgeries. 

Rose remembers when Dr. 
Marcum, Dr. Wallace and 
Dr. Terry were the only local 
doctors. 

During her years of service 
to the hospital, Rose has also 
seen many administrators 
come and go between the 
terms of Sister Andrew and 
current CEO Susan Starling. 


Rose remembers when 
Starling started out as an 
R.N. 

“She still jumps right in 
and helps out in the ER if 
she’s needed,” said Rose. 

Personnel changes aren’t 
the only ones she’s noted 
over the years. She remem¬ 
bers when the hospital didn’t 
have an ambulance service 
of their own and had to rely 
on the funeral home to trans¬ 
port patients. 

“It seems like back then, 
no one came to the emergen¬ 
cy room unless it was truly 
an emergency. There was 


no doctor on staff 24/7 like 
there is now. Our ER report 
was only about half a sheet. 

“We didn’t see anything 
like we see today,” she said. 
“That’s partly because a staff 
doctor is on all the time. We 
don’t turn anyone away.” 

Pointing out that the heli¬ 
pad has just opened, Rose 
said, “I’m so pleased that we 
have that now. A matter of 
minutes can save lives.” 

For many years, Becky 
Bishop, RN, had the distinc¬ 
tion of being the employee 
with the longest work record 
at the hospital with her 43 


years of service, but since she 
retired, Janet has had that 
honor. 

“There is no perfect job,” 
Rose said. “But I love my job. 
It’s close to home, and we’re 
all one big family here.” 

She is also proud that the 
hospital does a lot of things 
for the community. 

“We do the Teddy Bear Fair 
every year for kindergarten¬ 
ers. Children from Estill, Lee, 
Powell and Owsley Counties 
get a tour of the hospital. 

“We show them where we 
draw blood, do x-rays, ultra¬ 
sounds, then they know what 


to expect if they have to come 
to the hospital,” she said. 

Each child goes away with 
a teddy bear, t-shirt, coloring 
book and other goodies. 

“We do a lot for the com¬ 
munity,” Rose said. 

The volume of people she 
sees each day has greatly 
increased over the years. 

“On busy days, I can easily 
check in 200 people a day. 
That’s for the ER, the lab and 
all our outpatient services,” 
she said. 

Rose said her hands often 
ache from using the key¬ 
board by the end of the day, 
but she loves that she “gets to 
do something different every 
day.” 

Off-hours, Rose enjoys 
spending time with her 
family. She has a daughter, 
Amber, who is married to 
Joe Marcum. They have a 
son, Hagen, whom Rose calls 
“my life.” 

On weekends, she also 
spends a lot of time with her 
81-year old mother, Colleen 
Muncie, or “Nanny,” as she is 
better known. 

“She gets around better 
than I do,” Rose said. “She 
painted her whole house last 
year—on the outside, with an 
extension ladder—and that 
was after hip replacement 
surgery.” 

Rose said she’s honored to 
have served with the hospi¬ 
tal which she has seen grow 
from “hardly anything,” to 
“top of the line almost.” 

“We get a lot of comple¬ 
ments on how well we stabi¬ 
lize patients who are trans¬ 
ported on to other hospitals,” 
she said. 

“I have no plans to retire 
in the immediate future,” she 
said. “I love my job.” 


Spring is on the way

We can say we’ve had some 
winter now, and it came as 
quite a shock after the balmy 
days preceding it. 

Fortunately though, 
Punxsutawney Phil didn’t 
see his shadow, which is sup¬ 
posed to mean that spring is 
on the way. 

I tend to agree with the per¬ 
son who said, “If the ground¬ 
hog sees his shadow, there will 
be six more weeks of winter. If 
the groundhog doesn’t see his 
shadow, there will be six more 
weeks of winter.” 


Still, we can take heart that 
there are signs of spring amid 
the snow, ice and mud. 

My brave little crocuses 
are blooming. Some daffo¬ 
dils are already forming buds 
and tulips and other bulbs are 
sending shoots through the 
ground. 

The rest of winter might 
make them wish they hadn’t, 
but I think they’ll be alright. 

Garden catalogs and spring 
issues of magazines are com¬ 
ing in almost daily now, 
tempting us to “dream big” 
about the kind of garden we’ll 
have this year. 

What better way to pass 
cold winter nights than day¬ 
dreaming about colorful 
blooms, juicy berries and 
fresh vegetables? 

I’m sure some local gar¬ 
deners I know are already 
planning where they’re going 
to plant their peas come 
Valentine’s Day. 

For some, this is a hard 
time of year to get motivat¬ 
ed about much of anything. 
Winter can turn humans into 
bears: always wanting to sleep, 


growling at every disturbance, 
and slow-moving as sloths. 

I think long dark days affect 
us all to a point, but some 
folks are more vulnerable 
than others to seasonal affec¬ 
tive disorder, or SAD, which 
results in depression that typ¬ 
ically builds up through late 
autumn and winter. 

In other words, February 
is when you really get stuck 
in a rut. 

I heard a doctor on the 
radio say that the best treat¬ 
ment for SAD is to get outside 
for at least half an hour a day. 
He said that no amount of 
artificial lighting will benefit 
us like a daily dose of natu¬ 
ral light, even if the sun isn’t 
shining. 

I read about a writer who 
calls her time outdoors “for¬ 
est bathing.” Even though 
she’s lived in big cities all her 
life, she makes it a point to 
seek out city parks and walk 
among the trees, absorb¬ 
ing the sights and sounds of 
nature. She says this daily 
dose of outdoors helps her 
keep her sanity and stay pro¬ 


ductive. 

I believe it. I’m glad I live 
in the country and don’t have 
to go far for a “forest bath.” 

I took some blackberries 
out of the freezer last week 
to make a batch of freezer 
jam, and I noticed I still have 
several bags of strawberries 
in there too. I’m thinking it’s 
time to use those up so we 
can make room for the fresh 
ones that will be coming in 
before you know it. 

I make fruit smoothies with 
yogurt and frozen berries 
quite often. Yogurt is a good 
source of calcium and is also 
good for the digestive system, 
especially for those who’ve 
recently been on antibiotics. 

I was pleased to find a very 
simple recipe for homemade 
yogurt last week. It was ridic¬ 
ulously easy, and the yogurt 
was great spooned over some 
of those strawberries and 
blackberries from the freezer. 

It’s great in smoothies too. 
When I make those, I usu¬ 
ally toss a handful of fro¬ 
zen berries in the blender, 
a sliced banana, about half 
a cup of yogurt and add a 
splash of milk. I give it a 
whir, and, just like that, I have 


a tasty smoothie, filled with 
vitamins, minerals and some 
protein. 

Here’s that easy-to follow 
yogurt recipe that I found on 
heartlandrenaissance.com. 

Crock Pot Yogurt 

gallon whole milk (It is 
best not to use the ultra-pas¬ 
teurized kind. Fresh raw milk 
or organic is great if you can 
find it.) 

cup live/active plain 
yogurt (This acts like a “start¬ 
er,” like in friendship bread 
or sourdough. You can use 
store-bought or V 2 cup from a 
previously homemade batch. 
Full fat yogurt is best.) 

You’ll also need a 4-quart 
crock pot and a heavy bath 
towel or blanket. 

Turn crock pot to low and 
pour in milk. Cover and allow 
to cook for two and a half 
hours. 

After two and a half hours 
have elapsed, turn off cooker, 
unplug from wall and allow 
it to sit, covered, for three 
hours. 

After three hours are up, 
whisk in starter yogurt and 
re-cover. Cover or wrap the 
entire crock pot with a large 
bath towel or blanket and 


leave on your counter for 
eight hours. 

After eight hours have 
elapsed, your yogurt is done. 
Ladle it into plastic contain¬ 
ers or jars and store in the 
refrigerator. 

If you’d like a thicker 
yogurt, as in Greek-style, line 
a colander with cheese cloth 
or coffee filters, place over a 
bowl and pour yogurt into it. 
The whey will drain into the 
bowl, and you’ll be left with a 
thick, creamy yogurt. You can 
add the whey to smoothies or 
discard. 

Stir or blend in fresh or 
frozen fruit or a little honey 
in the yogurt for extra flavor, 
or you can use the yogurt in 
place of milk or buttermilk 
in pancake or biscuits. You 
can also use this yogurt as a 
substitute for sour cream in 
homemade ranch dressing. 

Helpful hint: You can start 
this recipe either first thing in 
the morning, say by 8 a.m., so 
that it is done by 9:30-10 p.m. 
or you can start it in the early 
evening (around 5 p.m.) so 
that you can stir in the starter 
yogurt before you go to bed 
and it will be ready by the fol¬ 
lowing morning.

Subject to any and all applicable restrictive convents, existing easements, utility easement, right-of-way, provisions of applicable 
zoning statutes and ordinances, and rules and regulations of the Department of Health, if any.

Batter will be 
very stiff. Pour into load pan 
about 13-inches long. Bake at 
350 degrees for 45 minutes to 
an hour. 

Rice Pudding

3/4 cups long grain rice,

3 egg yolks, beaten

1 cup sugar for egg whites 
1 tsp. vanilla 
11/2 cups meringue 
Separate egg yolks from 
the egg whites and put the 
egg whites in a large mixing 
bowl to beat later. In a heavy 
2-quart sauce pan, put egg 
yolks and beat with a fork. 
Add 3 cups milk and stir well. 
In another bowl mix sugar, 
and flour together. Add to 
egg yolks and milk mixture. 
Cook over medium heat and 
stir constantly until filling is 
extra thick. Remove from heat 
and add vanilla and marga¬ 
rine. Stir well and set aside 
to cool. Beat egg whites until 
stiff and peak forms. Add 1 
cup sugar and beat well until 
whites form stiff peaks. Add 
1 1/2 cups of meringue to 
cooled pie filling and beat on 
low speed with mixture. Pour 
into two pie shells. Spread 
rest of meringue and put egg 
whites on top and bake at 400 
degrees until brown.

Preparing for tax season 
is half the battle 

Now is the time when we start thinking about filing our 
income taxes from the previous year. Even though its an annu¬ 
al event, it can cause anxiety for many. By preparing now, you 
can ease the process for yourself and your tax preparer. 

The Internal Revenue Service tracks everyone by their Social 
Security number. Make sure you have your number and that 
of your spouses if filing jointly, plus the number(s) of your 
dependent(s). In addition to your W-2 or like form, you want to 
include information about any interest you earned from savings 
accounts, stocks or mutual funds as these are also taxable. 

One of the largest deductions many people can claim is mort¬ 
gage interest. If you have a mortgage, you should get a 1098 form 
from your lender specifying how much interest you paid in the 
last year. You will also want to remember any documentation 
for any additional deductions you may have, such as property 
taxes paid and charitable donations made within the past year. 
Common forms of documentation for charitable donations 
include a cancelled check if you gave a monetary donation or an 
itemized receipt if you donated clothes or other goods. 

Your goal should be to break even at tax time, which means 
you don’t receive a big refund from the state or federal govern¬ 
ment or you don’t have to write a big check to either or both. 

Every year, thousands of taxpayers will get refunds. While 
some consider overpaying in taxes on their paycheck a form of 
forced savings, you may want to consider how you could use 
this money throughout the year. The extra money could help 
you with such things as building your personal savings or emer¬ 
gency fund, making an extra house payment or paying off debt. 
To change your tax withholding, you will need to file a new W-4 
form with your employer. 

Many tax preparers advertise immediate money through tax 
refund advance services. However, these may not be the best 
idea for many. A fee is usually assessed in exchange for the 
quick cash. Tax refund advances are similar to a payday loan, 
and both are some of the most expensive ways to borrow money. 
According to the Consumer Action website, annual percentages 
rates can range from 50 to 500 percent on tax refund advances. 
A tax advance refund, or rapid refund, is a loan. If for some 
reason your refund is less than anticipated, you could end up 
paying the difference between the two and possibly additional 
fees or interest. Perhaps a better way to get your refund quickly 
is to electronically file your taxes as early as possible and have it 
deposited directly into your checking account. By doing so, you 
could have your refund as soon as 10 days later. 

If you owe the IRS money this year, you may want to consider 
changing your withholding status with your employer so more 
money can be taken out throughout the year, so you’re not hit 
with a big payment next year. If you owe taxes but don’t have the 
money to pay due to unemployment or a reduction in work in 
the past year, you may qualify for the IRS’s Fresh Start program, 
which may allow you to repay your debt in installments with¬ 
out failure-to-pay penalties. There are income and tax limits 
associated with this program.
